New York, Nov. 14.—The Times has official 
permission from the highest authorities con- 
nected with the Stewart body-snatching, case to 
publish the fact that not only has the body been 
found, bat the perpetraturs also. Nearly com- 
‘plete evidence is secured to send them all to 
State Prison, and the officers hold each in 
} guard, ready at a signal to make the 
arrest. in starting the investigation three lines 
of clews were followed. All three concentrated 
until they ran in the same groove, by following 
Which the exact biding-place of the body was 
discovered. This settled, inquiry was continued 
until it was found that those having the 
body in custody were an entire- 
ly different set of persons from 
those who actually perpetrated the robbery. 
The investigation continued until ali the parties 
coneerned were under surveillance. The police

that, when the names are published, the people

WILL BE THOROUGHLY STARTLED. 
Several persons of hitherto unquestioned re- 
spectability, who wouid never be suspected of 
complicity in such a crime, are among the most 
guilty participants. One of them is a promi- 
neut attornev, in whose direction every trail 
leads with. unerring accuracy. Except this 
every guilty person was in the 
city to-Mght, and bebind each man was a 
detective ready to pounce upon him at a word. 
The man alluded to as the principal is out of 
town, but an officer is at his side, and he cannot 
escape. So certain is he to be captured that, 
Wednesday night, Judge Hilton received a tele- 
gram from an officer asking: Shall 1 arrest!“ 
He answered: “No.” 

HIS REASONS FOR DELAY 
will be readily appreciated, His object, from the 
start, bas been not merely the recovery of the 
body. That be micht have accamplished several 
7 days ago. He considered that, unless he made 


.a full and severe example of the robbers and 


their confederates, a precedent would 
have been established which would 
result in an unlimited evil to the 
community. This was the first case of the kind 
in this country. In Judge Hilton’s hands lay 
av opportunity to make the practice so obnox- 
ious that few would care hereafter to take the 
risks involved. It only needed a little patience, 
a deal of hard and skillful work, and the ex- 
penditure of a considerable amount of money. 
All these Judge Hilton was wiliing to expend, 
and was aided by the best assistance the country 
afforded. 

THE ENTIRE GAN@ 
] bas been known for some days, but the evidence 
1 all was not considered complete. It is 
believed that the cuilty parties know that they 
are shadowed, for they all exbibit nervousness. 
It was not intended to make any arrests to- 
nicht. The probabilities are that a complete 
swoop will be made to-day, and the entire gang 
lodged in jail at the same time, as Judge Hilton 
stated yesterday. The regular police deserve 
all the credit for the successful termination of 
one of the finest pieces of detective work ever 
performed.

not be remitted to the discretion of each individual 
fisherman, for such a discretion, if exercised on 
the one side, can bardly be refused on the other. 
If any American fisherman may violentiy break a 
law which he believes to be contrary to the treaty, 
a Newfoundland fisherman may violently maintain 
it it ne believes it to be im accordance with the 
treaty. 

As the points in issue are frequently subile, and 
require considerable legal knowledge, nothing but 
coufusion and disorder could result from euch a 
mode of decidin oe interpretation of the treaty. 

Her Majesty's ernment prefers the view that 
the law enacted by the Legislature of the country, 
whatever it may be, * ht to be obeyed by natives 
and foreigners alike. o are sojourning within the 
territorial limits of its ariediction, but that if a 
law has been inadvertently passed which is in any 
degree or respect at variunce with the rights con- 
ferred on a foreign Power by treaty, the correction 
of the mistake as committed, at the earliest period 
after its existence shall have beeu ascertained and 
recognized, is a matter of international obligation.

THE SILVER DOLLAR. 
VIEWS OF THE TREASURY AUTHORITIES. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

WASI Oro, D. C., Nov. 14.—The Treasury 
authorities continue to manifest regret that the 
New York Clearing-House Association felt it 
necessary openly to antagonize the silver dollar. 
They fear that such a step, while doing no 
good, may create enemies to resumption, and 
help to embarrass the operations of the Treas- 
ury to that end. It was stated at the Treasury 
to-day that the question raised by the New 
York Clearing-House Association with respect 
to the silver dollars is not, and will not be, a 
practical one for at leust ove year, for the reason 
that the customs wil! absorb all the silver that 
has been, or that is likely to be, coined for the 
coming twelve months, and that the question 
of the special deposit of silver dollars, what- 
ever might besaid for or against it, is not 
one likely to be practical so long as Alver dol- 
lars are in demand for customs. it is 
strenuously denied atthe Treasury that the 
action of the Clearing-House in this respect is 
approved. 

THE NATIONAL BANKS. 

Some of the friends ot the silver dollar have 
already been heard upon the subiect, and have 
stated that the National Banks, which are them- 
selves the servants of the Government and of 
Congress, are audacious in sttempting to dis- 
criminate between the classes of money which

POLYGAMY 
CASE IN THE SUPREME COURT. 

Wasninorton, D. C., Nov. 14.—The following 
case is now being argued before the Supreme 
Court: 

No. 180, assigned, George Reyvolds, plaintiff 
in error, against the United States in error to 
the Supreme Court for the Territory of Utah. 
Thi was an indictment in the District Court 
for the Territory of Utah under Sec. 5,352 Ke- 
vised Statutes of the United States vs. the pris- 
oner. George Reynolds, for contracting a polyg- 
amous marriage. Having been convicted in the 
Third Judicial District Court, he appealed to 
the Supreme Court of the Territory, and from 
that Court, in Which the judgment below was 
affirmed, sued outawrit of error to the Su- 
preme Court of the United States. Argument 
was begun. The errors assigned in the case are 
very numerous. but only one of them involvcs a 
question of general public interest, namely: 
Whether the United States Congress has the 
constitutional right to prohibit polygamous 
marriages in the Territories. It was contended 
by counsel for dhe prisoner that polygamy is 
enjoined asa religious duty, and held as an 
article of faith by the sect to which the latter 
belongs, apd that Congress is forbidden by the 
first amendment to the Constitution to make 
any law respecting an cstablishmenvt of religion, 
or to prohibit the free exercise thereof.’ 

Attorney-General Devens, of counsel for the 
United States, urged in reply that an interpre- 
tation of the Constitution, which would restrain 
Congress from attaching a penalty to the crime 
of polygamy on aecount of its being an article 
of religious faith‘ would also restrain it from 
attaching a penalty to any otber crime which 
might be sanctioned by religion; that under 
this rigid interpretation of the Constitution a 
sect of East Indian thugs who shotfd settle in 
the Territories might commit murder with im- 
punity on the ground that it was sanctioned and 
enjoined by their system of religion. He closed 
with an cloguent and impresive reference to the 
well-known Mountain Meadow massacre by 
Mormon “avenging angels as an illustration 
of the fanatical extremes to which men, upre- 
strained by law, might be carried under the mis- 
taken conviction of religious dut

THE BANKS. 
THEIR ACTION IN NEW YORK AS IT 18 REGARDED 

IN WASHINGTON—HOW THRY CAN MAKE RE- 

SUMPTION EASY OK HOPELESSLY EMBARRASS 

THE TREASURY.

Department has been following for two years, 
but there can be little question that the meeting 
of the Clearing-House managers held to-day in 
New York excites the liveliest interest in the 
Treasury Department, and is watched witb 
anxious solicitude by Mr. Sherman himself. 
The banks are masters of the situation. They 
can make resumption easy and certain, or 
they can hopelessly embarrass the actiou of the 
Treasury Department. They demand as the 
price of their assistance such a polity as shall 
keep in the Treasury vaults, and not transfer to 
the vaults of the banks, the standard silver 
dollars which the Treasury Department has 
been for eight months coining in obedience to 
the law making them a legal-tender. So far 
Mr. Sherman has not in terms promised to do 
this, but it is an open secret at the Treasury 
Department thas be is ready to do all the law 

mits to carry out the wishes of the banks. 
Ine meeting of the New York Clearing House 
to-day upoo the strength of this assurance is 
anxiously expected to decide to support resump- 
tion, but upon a gold basis. 

The conference held on Saturday between Mr. 
Sherman ud the Executive Committee of the 
New York Clearing-House has been represented 
in some quarters as held at the instance of the 
bankers. This is not strictiy accurate. A high 
officer of the Treaaury Department was in New 
York a fortnight ago, and, coming in contact 
with bankers anxious to know Mr. Sherman's 
position, he suggested that steps be taken fora 
conference. A letter was addressed to Mr. 
Sherman, and the Committee, whose report will 
be heard to-day, came here. Practicaliy, they 
came to demand resumption on a gold basisfas 
the price of co-operation in resumption, first by 
the banks in New York, and next by the banks 
of the country. Their position wasa strong one. 
The Committee represented six hundred millions 
of capital, holding one hundred millions of 
green backs, which, if the banks act in concert, can 
suck up the Treasury gold as a siphon exhausts 
acistern. This reserve isthe largest, and is 
substantially the only block of greenbacks held 
by common interests. Forty millions of it lie 
iu the vaults of New York bankers alone,—a 
large enough sum to seriously cripple the re- 
sources of the Treasury in resuming specie pay- 
ments. The banks have littie to gain and much 
to lose by obstructing resumption, but there ts 
this important thing to be gained by dictating 
the terms upon which their support can be had: 
They can prevent the substantia! adoption of a 
silver standard. They have succeeded, whether 
by the law or over the law remains yet to be 
seen. The truth is, the banks are ready, and 
the Treasury is not. They have been prepar- 
ing fora gold resumption by securing gold, 
and only gold. By presenting called bonds. 
a single bank io ew York is known to 
have secured within a recent period 6850, 
000. Through the operations of the Silver 
bill the Treasury has been forced to make a ye 
of its preparation for resumption consist in the 
accumulation of $14,000,000 of standard silver 
dollars. Ado this the fact that under the 
Resumption act the banks, iu 
hundred millions of greenbacks, really 
call loan upon the Government to that : 
due any time after Jan. 1, 1879, and the 
of their position is plain. Its effect the 
Treasury Department is plainer. 

For the second time Mr. Sberman has 
changed his policy upon the Silver biil. He began, 
it will be remembered, as its uncompromising 
opponent. After its passage be announced that 
its provisions would be vigorously executed. 
For a while silver coinage was on this 
basis. The ‘Treasury Department —. 
strenuous efforts to circulate the silver 
dollar.

NO NEW POSTAL SERVICE.

The adjoining stable was also 
burned with its contents, except one horse and 
a mule which were saved. In the gin buildinz 
there was a lot of sawmill machinery scored, 
which was also consumed.

THE OXUS TURNED INTO THE CASPIAN 
London Pali Mell Gacetie. ; 
The announcement is made that the Amou 
Darya (Oxus) has been returned to itd old bed 
by the destruction of a huge dam when stood 
within three or four days’ march of Khiva. If 
this startling news be true t must be equciuded 
that the detachments alleged on so many occa- 
sions to have been sent out with a view of de- 
termining the question of the old bed of the 
river were really dispatched with thit view. 
They may have wished at the same 
time to operate against the Teklje Tur- 
comans. But the scizure and annexijtion of 
Mery would be as nothing compared (sith the 
con or creation of a new water woe trom 
the Caspian to Khiva, and the various ceuntrics 
washed by the Upper Oxus in the regioß to the 
north of Afghanistan and of Casfmere. It does 
not ef course follow, even if the river hyd been 
brougat back to its old course, from Karagutch 
ait the way to Krasnovodsk Bay, tiat the 
stream would be navigable from the €aspian 
upwatd. Apart, however, from the queytion of 
navigation, the conversion of the Oxus Into its 
channel would bring water ‘into a 
steppe of sand and enable the Russians to 
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march from nrasnovodsk to Kbiva by 4 route

It consequentiy passed 
close to Kizil Arvat, the Turcoman post which 
the Russians apport now to have permanently 
Seized. Strictly speaking, these are the only 
two nal beds of the Oxtis, butit is highly 
improbable that it is to either of them that the 
River Oxus has re! such were the 
case, it would not only lead to Russia reoc- 
cupving Khiva,“ but also to her acquiring pos- 
session of the whole of Kara Kum, and the 
eentre ot her power in Central Asia would at 
once be shifted from Tashkent to Krasnovodsk 
and the shores of the Caspian—a revolution in. 
preseot circumstances in Central Asia which 
must be obvious to every observer. 

It is more probable, however, that the change 
is not of this startling character, and that the 
rumor refers only tothe Lavdan ‘arm of the 
river, which is the most western branch of it, 
and which should flow into the marshy lake of 
Albugbir, the southwestern corner of the Aral 
Sea. This arm was dammed up about fifty years 
ago, and its waters diverted to another arm; 
bat ever since it has displayed & constant in- 
clination to return to its former curse. The 
flow of Water was believed to de inereasing with 
each year, so that the task would not have been 
a difficult one of removing the dam altogether,and 
thus restoriug the Laudau branch to its original 
bed. This is, p v. what has occurred. It 
may also be the tirst step toward the comple- 
tion of the greater design of flooding the Oghuz 
channel; but to effect that gigantie scheme 
much remains to be dove. It is necessary to re- 
member that the greatest rush of water is at 
present toward the west, because the canals for 
irrigation, etec:, are all constructed on the left 
bank of the rivet. «This fact must facilitate the 
task of restoring the Oxus to its old bed. The 
Russians probably mean by the phrase reoccu- 
pying Khiva that they will seize the Laudan 
mouth of the river.

THE PROTECTION. 


Getting into the Merits of the Case—Checks 
Given to Woods by Edwarda. 

The Protection Life-Insura case was re- 
sumed in the Criminal Court"yesterday morn- 
ing. Maj. Woods, one of the defendants, was 
vet sick, but able tobe in court. He was at- 
tended by several friends, and not being able to 
sit up a lounge was provided for nim, and he re- 
cliped on it during the day. 

WILLIAM J. TERPENNY 

was first called and shown assessment and 
collection ledger, Vol. I., and ſedgers Nos. 2 and 
4, and general ledger No. 2, the general cash 
book, and also the stock ledger, which were 
identified as the property of the Pro- 
tection Life Companys, and submitted 
as evidence. A large number of other books 
were subsequently iaentified by the witness, 
and the Court ruled that, since they bad been a 
part of the property of the Company, and used 
by it in the transaction of its business, they 
were admissible as evidence. The witness was 
next shown sundry checks drawn on the Ger- 
man National Bank, which he identified. One 
of the checks was of date of June 1, 1877, for 
$500, signed by Martin Ryan, and made payable 
to cash.“ On that day he heard Majs. Ed- 
wards and Woods talking in a private room, and 
subsequently saw them come out and go to 
Ryan and whisper, after which Edwards came to 
him and told him to draw the $500 check payable 
to cat.“ He went and got the money, and 
handed it to Edwards; and subsequently he saw 
Edwards and Woods together, and Edwards 
told him to charge the check up to legal ex- 
penses, or expenses of investigation,“ and he 
did it. Another of the checks was for 
on the City Savings Bank, payable to R. 
M. Woods, and indorsed by bim; another was 
for $100, drawu on the German National, pay- 
able to Woods, and indorsed by him; another 
was for $174, on the German National, payable 
to Woods, and indorsed by him; and another 
for $100, on the German National, payable to 
Woods, and indorsed by him. The checks were 
all dated between Mayland June 2, 1877, and 
signed by Martin Ryan for the Protection Com- 
pany, and, being thoroughly identified, were 
admitted in evidence.

Other exhibits of the 
report were shown, the purpose being to estab- 
lich the fact that Woods did not actually make 
the examination he swore to, by establishing 
that they wereallin the handwriting of the 

employes of the Company. 
he witness was then asked if by an examina- 
tion of the books admitted in evidence he knew 
what they showed as to the assessed death- 
losses and liabilities of the Company at the 
time the examination of them was made by 
Weods. He re 

to repeat what he knew. 

Messrs. Swett and Reed, for the defense, ob- 
jected, on the ground that the books were in 
court and could be examined. 

The Court said the jury would have an oppor- 
tunity to examine the books, as they would be 
w their possession. 

Mr. Weber, for the prosecution, maintained 
that the question was a proper one, and that it 
was competent for the witness, although the 
books were in court, to give the jury the result 
of his examinations, and ed to reada 
long list of authorities to sustain his position. 

Mr. High replied for the deieuse, insisting 
that the jury should examine the books, and 
that it was improper for the witness, who was 
ex parte, to testify under the circumstances. 

Mr. Weber said he proposed to coufine the 
witness to stating what he had found to be the 
assessed death-losses.

Woods’ report, such as 
premiums in course of collection, amounting to 
$35,000, an item of gross premiums, an item 
under the head of “loading” of $2,414.14, 
Ste., and he had found no such entries upon the 
Protection Life books. He had administered 
the oath to Mr. Kellogg upon a certain aſlida vit 
in March, 1877. The defense objected to the 

of this affidavit, whatever it was. 

The entry head of “‘death-claims’’ represented 
assessments and deatb-losses which had been 
paid. Where there was no biank in the entries 
there was no payment. In answer to the ques- 
tion as to how much money the Protection Life 
Company had received up to Feb. 28, 1877, upon 
assessments made by the Company for death- 
losses and not paid into the hands of the pol- 
jey-holders, witness stated that he had not as- 
certained the amount as yet; it would take a 
little time. He had examined the books to 
ascertain the amount due the Company from 
agents, under the head of Agents“ 
r Balance, and found it to de 
$9,085.84. The advances on _ death-losses 
Feb. 28, 1877, amounted to $24,672.31. He had 
not examined the books to find out the amount 
of death-losses unadjusted Feb. 28, 1877, nor 
the amount of death-losses that existed at that 
date. The total death-losses as apparent upon 
the books up to the 28th of February, 1877, ex- 
isting, assessed, amounted to $139,750; but he 
could not teli the amount of unassessed losses. 
Witness explained his schedule to Mr. Weber 
so that he might underetand the meaniug of 
some of the entries appearing thereon. Mr, 
Rvau prepared some of the notices of assess- 
ment, and Mr. Edwards prepared some of them. 

The Court took a recess from a quarter to 1 to 
2 o'clock. 

The examination of the last witness was con- 
tinued in the afternoon.

Close of the Sessions of the W@tern Asse- 
clation—Interesting orts on Legisia- 
tion, Drugs, Insurance, Etc. 

Owing to certain disturbances which took 
piace in the diniug- room the night before, as 
it was expressed by a member. the Convention 
of Wholesale Druggists was not called to order 
in the ladies’ ordinary of the Tremont House 
until 10 o’clock yesterday morning instead of 9 
o’clock, to which hour it way adjourned Wedues- 
day evening.

LEGISLATION REEDED. 

The first matter of businyss that came before 
the Convention was the eport of Mr. D. R. 
Noyes, Chairman of the Committee on Legisla- 
tion upon the Adulteration of Drugs, in which it 
was recommended that the Association heartily 
co-operate with the Easter Drug Exchange to 
secure such tariff regulat{>ns and changes as 
from time to time might hist serve to promote 
their mutual interests, always, however, 
watching against any le on looking to in- 
terference with our inlan@' ports of entry and 
appraisal ; also, a concert ofaction with the Bos- 
ton druggists, and all the ‘gssociations working 


to. get the proprietary #tamp-tax abolished 
and this sort of idpisiation repealed: 
or, if umeucceasful in this, a reduction 
of the excessive penalties attached to the find- 
ing of occasional boxes of gonds unstamped, by 
which the letter of the law, and not the spirit, 
was disobeyed. The report did not wish to 
enter into any argument concerning the in- 
equality of the tax among the druggists, its 
hardships and abuses, but it would urge that 
the influenee of all the members of the Asso- 
ciation be exhausted (by mail or delegation) 
with the Finance Committee of the Senate, and 
every Congressional delegate, with a request 
that be use his personal influence to bring this 
result about. In this connection, it was also 
thought that the tax on alcohol in less than 
original ‘packages should receive attention. 
Also, that united efforts be made by 
all parties interested, East or West, to 
relieve wholesale druggists selling alcohol 
or wines and houors to druggists 
for medicinal purposes only from the general 
réquirement to display a liquor-dealer’s sign. 
Also, as a competent examination of those de- 
siring to practice pharmacy is a safeguard not 
only tothe public, but alsp tothe wholesale 
draggist, that it be recommended that the As- 
sociation advocate and take steps to secure this. 
The Committee also deprecated the carelessness 
at ports of entry which itted the introduc- 
tion of inferior ai tieles from drug markets, and 
most — 1 — all adulteration of 
drugs or medicinal agents. 

The report was adopted after considerable 
discussion. 


PROPRIETARY STAMPS. 

Mr. Van Shaack, of this city, offered the fol- 
lowing resolution, which was unanimously 
adopted: ; 

That in the case of the failure to secure the total 
repeal of Scheaule A, it is 

esolved, That it is the sense of this Association 
that most vigorous efforts should be made to 
modify that portion of Schedule A as relates 
to the penalties for omissions of annexing stamps 
to proprietary articles, perfumery, and cosmetics, 
which we as conirary to the epirit ana letter 
of the Constitution, weich expressly provides 
against excessive fines and penalties, as well as 
crue] ana unusual puvishmert. 

It is also the sense of thie Guvdy that the retail, as 
well as the wholesale, deal¢érs should ase every 
effort to effect this end, inasjnuca as the penalties 
incurred for non-fulfillment , the requirements of 
the law by inadvertency or dsherwise might de so 
heavy as to entail total destry ption to these dealers 
of small means.

FIRE STATIS TICS. 

Mr. Horace Benton, of Gjeveland, Chairman 
of the Committee on InPtrance, presented a 
very interesting report on che subject of fire 
statistics. Reports from y-three firms for 
an average time of twentymthbree and one- halt 
years foreach firm had bee received. Eighteen 
firms reported twenty-one flres. If in every 
one of fires there been a total loss, 
then the losses of tbes¢’, forty-three firms 
covering a total period of 1. 015 years would 
amount to 2.6 per cent a ear. The circular 
sent out did not call for iiformation as to the 
amount of loss in each case and hence this in- 
formation was of little practical value, as the 
anewers came late to get the desired 
information by writing. Of these twenty-one 
vases, four seemed to have been total, and in 
each case the fire — — outside of the 
building, three of them ng in the great fire 
of 1871, in this city, and the other in a large 
conflagration in Milwaukee in 1853. Of the re- 
maining seventeen cases it was clearly stated 
that eight were only partial and slight losses. 
Nine other cases were stated wich such brevity 
that it was not known whether the loss was par- 
tial or totak The report then went on to dis- 
cuss the causes, as reported. Of six fires whose 
causes were unknown, one reported supposed 
to be by an incendiary”’; another, “it did not 
originate in the house“; 

„supposed to be from some oid bagging in the 
Of the fifteen fires whose causes were 

known, three were in the Chicago fire, one in 
the Milwaukee tire, and one caused by the fall- 
ing in of an adjacent building. Of the tweaty- 
one fires only seven were khown to have origi- 
nated from the hazardous pature of the stock 
or the carelessness ol emplo an average in 
1,015 years of one in every 145 years. In four 
of these cases it was knowj that the loss was 
very slight, which leaves three total losses re- 
sulting from. extra hazardous stock, or 2) per 
a year.

GOLD MONEY. 


Rise in the Value of That Metal- Tall in 
Value of Property Measured in Gold- An 
Englishman Getting His Eyes Open. 

London Bankers’ Magazine, October, 1878, 

In India, in the month of January, 1872, an 
ounce of gold was to be purchased for some- 
thing under 39 rupees. Now 40 rupees has 
to be paid for the same amount of that metal, 
and the difference finds expression in. the 
formula that the price of gold has risen nearly 
7 rupees an ounce. In England, in the year 
1872, a rupee was worth 2s, whereas it is now 
valued at only ls 8d; and it is said that the 
value of the metal of which it is composed has 
fallen 4d, equivalent toa reduction of nearly 
10d an ouuce. Which assertion is the more 
correct? Is it gold which has risen, or silver 
which has fallen, 17 per cent in value? Most 
Englishmen will probably have little besita- 
tion in answering these questions. They will 
say: The production of silver has been 
largely increased of late years by the discov- 
eries in America, which are yielding some 
nine millions worth per annum for the world’s 
consumption, while, at the same time, Ger- 
many and other European countries are discard- 
ing their bulky silver currencies. Germany 
alone, last year, flooded this market with £13,- 
747,600 of silver, and the supply being so far in 
excess of the demand which is practically con- 
fined to Asia—it is perfectly natural that the 
price of silver should fall.“ 

We must admit that there is weight in this 
reasoning; but at the same time we are of opin- 
ion that it states but one side of the question. 
On the other, it may with equal force be urged 
that the production of gold has not increased in 
the past few years, and that there has been 
even a greater eagerness manifested to obtain 
supplies of gold to establish the new German 
coinage, and to add to the stores in the principal 
European banks, than there has been to sell 
silver. As the supply has beeu, and is, lim- 
ted, and as the demand has largely, and 
even pressinglv, increased, one of the first 
axioms of political economy tells us that the 
market value of an article of merchandise 
so acted upon must rise. In England; hower- 
er, which measures ali prices by a gold stand- 
ard, a rise in the value of gold cannot directly 
be m After the gold discoveries in 
Caltornia and Australia, although the increased 
supplies were regdily absorbed by Europe, it 
was variously estimated that the value of gold, 
and along with it ics purchasing power, fell 
something like 10 per cent, and this was in part 
borne out By the market price of silver, which 
in 1848 was quoted as low as 4s 104¢d per ounce, 
and in November, 1853, rose’to 586 2+¢d—a differ- 
ence of 644 percent. This, however, was an ex- 
treme mevement, the average rise being about 
5 per cent. 

But the greatest production of gold in those 
years was in 1854, wnen Australia gave us £11,- 
000,000, and California £14,000,000. Now, how- 
ever, these countries together yield some £10,- 
000,600 per annum less than they did then; vet. 
since the passage of the German Coinage act in 
1873, that Empire gas coined gold to the value 
of £31,000,000, of which she obtained from this 
countr 600. 

In addition to this net export of £40,500,000 

of goid to Germany, we have sent considerable 
sums to Holland, which, though nominally for 

Dutch ports, in reality have found their way 
into the Berlin Mint. More than one-half the 
goid emoloved for coinage purposes in Ger- 
many has therefore been obtained from the 
London market, and during the seven years 
and a half we IN supplied an aver- 
age of from £5,500,000 to 000,000 annual- 
ly. Upon the supposition that a further three 
millions a year have been derived from France, 
Russta, and other countries, it will appear that 

that country has absorbed nearly one-half of 

the total yearly production of the world dur- 

this period, which may be stated at some- 

thing under twenty millions sterling. Conse- 
quently the sources of supply of gold for the 
remaining countries of the worid have been 
diminished by nearly 50 per cent. This is a 
powerful argument in favor of a rise in value; 
and, as a matter of fact, the business of the 
country at the present moment is suffering 
from a great depletion of gold, which enhances 
the stagnation in trade and the existing finan- 
cial inactivity. Indeed, there can be no doubt 
that a returo of prosperity is being delayed by 
an absence of gold in the country, and by dimin- 
ished stores of builioa and sovereigns in the 
banks. 

Another argument in favor of a rise having 
occurred in the value of gold of late years, has 
been its diminished production. Autborities 
differ somewhat materially in their estimates of 
what the out-turn of the various gold-produeing 
countries has been. But three sets of estimates 
are furnished in the report of the select com- 
mittee on the depreciation of silver, from which 
the following may be taken as giving a fair 
average of the authorities quoted therein:

At the same time the world has been taught 
to employ gold much more freely than hereto- 
fore, ana the vast atrides which commerce has 
made in these twenty years has naturally 
brought the least cumbrous and most precious 
metal into high favor throughout Europe as the 
great medium of exchange. Kven where small 
units of value are in use—such, for instance, as 
francs or marks—gold coins of teu or twenty 
such units form the principal portion of the cur- 
rency, and are, with notes, in use for al! large 
payments. Hence the reduction in the amount 
of gold produced has also tended to increase the 
demand for it, and therefore to increase its 
value. But the tendency which the leading 
banks of Europe have latterly developed to 
store gold as a compact and most readily avail- 
able reserve bas also to be taken into considera- 
tion. In the £ commercial his- 
tory and review of 1877 it is stated 
that lo the ten years ended 1876 no 
less than £92,650,000 was appropriated in 
this manner, or, say, $8,205,000 per annum. 
Now. if to this be added the 8, 000, 000 or 
£9,000,000 which have been taken by Germany, 
and £2,000,000 used in jewelry and for decora- 
tive purposes, we obtain a total of over £15,- 
000,000, and we find that during the past seven 
years the amount of gold left to replenisa or to 
add to the gold circulation of the rest of the 
glove has probably not exceeded £1,000,000 to 
4#2.000,000,—a sum far below the requirements 
of the period under consideration. Much larger 
amounts have, of course, been coined; but 
these coins have, for the most part, been stored 
in banks, or have replaced others withdrawn 
from circulation, or have been exported aad then 
melted down, and perhaps recoined. The result 
is, that Germany, at this moment, finds great 
difficulty in keeping her gold. and even @ high 
rate of interest 1 * aan in ar- 
resting a return flow to country. 

Sot bow are we to measure the rise, it such 
has taken piace, in the value of gold! As silver 
is under a cloud, it will pot do to measure gold 
by asilver sta Then again, if we select 
other metals or other articles of merchandise, 
we shall be met with the rejoinder that trade is 
go very bad just now that, of course, gold would 
purchase more than in times of prosperity. But 
ten years ago—in 1868—was emphatically not a 
time of prosperity. The country. in trade and 
finance, was still suffering from the effects of 
the crisis of 1866 and the speculation which suc- 
ceeded it, and, as is now the Case, commercial 
profits were at their lowest, and the nation was 
awaiting the revival which was long deferred. 
lf, therefore, it can be shown that prices are 
generally lower now than they were then, it is

THE SILVER CONTROVERSY. 

The gold clique have deliberately reopened 
the silver controversy. The movement is a 
concerted one. All the organs have been 
impressed into the service, and are engaged 
in reiterating the old faisehoods and coutrib- 
uting new ones. The fight is bound to be as 
selfish and unscrupulous as it was before, 
with the disadvantage, on the side of the 
money-lenders that they are now making an 
open effort to impose offensive legislation upon 
the people, while before they were defending 
a demonetization that had been procured 
surreptitiously if not fraudulently. We 
cannot but regret that the status of silver 
has not been allowed to stand as it now is, 
for it would have been better for the time- 
being, perhaps, to abide by restricted coin- 
age; but the gold clique are not content 
with this, and are determined upon forcing a 
change. The only change they will get is 
the passage of a law providing for the free 
coinage of silyer, and placing that coin on 
precisely the same footing as gold in our 
monetary system. There is no doubt that 
this is the true position of silver in this 
country, and the action of the New York 
banks and the offensive tone assumed by the 
gold organs will establish this relation sooner 
than it could otherwise have been brought 
about. 
It is only a few days since the question 
was reopened, and yet there is already a full 
crop of lies ready for harvest. Without 
taking the pains to parcel these falsehoods 
out among their originators, it may still be 
worth while to expose some of them for the 
purpose of showing how utterly unscrupu- 
lous the organs of the gold clique are: 

Lie No. 1.—That silver has depreciated 15 
per cent. The relative value of a commod- 
ity cannot be determined by a comparison 
with a single and exceptional standard; it is 
governed by the average or run of values. 
Silver does not hold the same ratio of value 
to gold that it held afew years ago, partly 
because its monetary employment has large- 
ly decreased by demonetization in Germany 
and this country, and partly because the 
stock of gold is contracting as compared 
with the demand for it, Bat almost any 
other given commodity may be taken, and 
it will be found that the value of silver has 
not decreased, but on the contrary 
has increased, within the last few 
years.

Lie No. 4.—That the vast empire of India 
“ig reported” to have about decided to 
adopt the gold standard. There is and has 
been no such report outside of the invention 
of those in this country who have put it 
forth. There is not the smallest likelihood 
that the use of silver as money will be 
abandoned in India. The English people 
themselves would be stricken with alarm at 
any such action, for they would be brought 


‘face to face with the prospect of losing their 


own stock of gold and suffering more from 
hard times than they do now. It may pay 
England to abide by the single gold standard, 
so long as the silver standard or the double 
standard shall prevail in a large part of the 
commercial world; but England would share 
in the common disaster if the monetary use 
of silver should be discontinued everywhere, 
and the entire commerce of the world should 
be thrown upon the inadequate basis of gold 
alone. 

Lie No. 6.—That the States of the Latin 
Union are “ glutted” with silver, and that 
the people find ita burden. It is true the 
Latin Union have suspended the free coinage 
of silver as a protection against German de- 
monetization ; but it is also true that, at the 
rate of 154 to 1, while our silver dollar is at 
the rate of 16 to 1, France keeps between 
$300,000,000 and $400,000,000 of silver at 
par with gold, and has enjoyed an easy 
money-market and steady prosperity, while 
Germany, Great Britain. and the United 
States have been suffering a long period of 
depression. It would take six years; as the 
law now stands, before there would be as 
much silver in circulation in this country as 
there now is in France. 

These are a few of the falsehoods set afloat 
as a basis fora demand that the Silver bill 
shall be repealed. Are the people crazy 
who make this demand? Have they forgot- 
ten that the present Silver bill, providing a 
limited and restricted coinage, p-“ ved both 
Houses of Congress by more than two-thirds 
majority? Don’t they know that even this 
tremendons majority fell short of the public 
sentiment in favor of restoring the silver 
dollar to our monetary system? Can't they 
see that, if the issue be forced upon Con- 
gress again, the result will be to open the 
doors wider still, and provide for free coin- 
age and silver certificates precisely as in the 
case of gold? If the money-lenders are de- 
termined there shall be a single standard in 
this country, they will find that it will bea 
silver and not a gold standard. 


THE SUBSIDY CONVENTION. 

Some few weeks ago there was a meeting 
held in this city, called by several gentlemen 
engaged in the promotion cf protection and 
cheap money, at which Gen. Bussry, of New 
Orleans, was present, and made an earnest 
speech on the subject of granting 
subsidies by the Government to various 
projected schemes. As a result of 
this meeting it was resolved that a 
Convention, primarily called to meet at New 
Orleans, but which could not conveniently 
be held there because of the yellow-fever, 
should be held in Chicago Nov. 12, and that 
all States, cities, and towns in the country be 
invited to send delegates to consider the 
measures necessary to promote an increase of 
our trade with foreign countries. Invitations 
were sent broadcast all over the country, and 
on last Tuesday the Convention met in this 
city. The Mayor of Chicago appointed a 
bundred or more citizens to attend the Con- 
vention. 

The body had hardly met before the pur- 
pose to use the occasion to advocate subsi- 
dies to railways.and ocean steamships was 
evident, and as this city and its people are 
opposed to all such schemes, and those of the 
Chicago delegates who attended so said 
and so voted, it pleased several delegates 
from other parts of the country to declare 
that Chicago had got up the Convention, and 
had got the delegates here in a trap. The 
Convention was not called in the interest of 
Chicago. Before any considerable number of 
our people had heard of anything relating to 
it, the call had been issned. There was no 
“trap” aboutit. Finding that the Convention 
had been adroitly packed to bolster up Tom 
Scort’s Texas Pacific Railway job and other 
proposed robberies, the Chicago delegates 
merely protested against having the resolu- 
tions adopted going before the country as an 
expression of the sentiments of the people 
of this city. 

During the discussions in the Convention 
it was frequently stated that Illinois. had 
profited largely from the subsidy business; 
that in 1850 Congress had made a grant of 
land to aid in the construction of the Ihnois 
Central Railway, and therefore Illinois ought 
not to object toa subsidy to other roads in 
other sections of the country. There would 
be some force in this objection’ if there were 
any similarity in the facts. Congress in 
1850 granted in aid of the Illinois Railway 
each alternate section for six miles on each 
side of the road; the alternate sections of 
land held by the Government to be there- 
after sold at $2.50 per acre, being double the 
maximum price asked for Government land. 
This land had been in the market for thirty 
years, and had been vainly offered for sale, 
some of it as low as 50 cents an acre. The 
result was that the Government sold every 
acte of the reserved land at $2.50 per 
acre for cash, thereby getting the 
fall sum of money for which it would 
have sold the whole land at any time 
during the thirty years previous. The action 
of the Government was that of any prudent 
proprietor. It was followed by like grants 

to other States and to all the Pacific Rail- 
roads. Tom Scorr’s Pacific Road has a land- 
grant from the United States of 21,000,000 
acres, and perhaps 8,000,000 acres from the 
State of Texas. This grant is equal to, or 
more than, twice as many acres per mile as 
the grant to the Illinois Road. It will be 
seen that the grant of land of which the 
Texas Pacific Road is in possession was 
twice as great per mile as to the Illinois Road, 
and therefore the Texas Road cannot com- 
plain of any inſustice. No one asks to take 
away the land- But when it is proposed to 
add to the land that the United States shall 
guarantee the interest on the bonds of 
the Company at the rate of $35,000 per mile

private capital, and asks no subsidy. The 


Texas pillagers ask $35,000 a mile bond sub- 
sidy. The road itself can be built for $15,000 
a mile; the difference of $20,000 per mile is 
the grand ‘steal, to promote which the 
lobby from New Oszleans to Maine is howling 
in conventions, lying in newspapers, and in- 
sidiously bribing and corrupting wherever it 
can, It is $20,000a mile for 1,700 miles 
that is the motive power which will fill Wash- 
ington the coming winter, demanding that 
‘“* commerce be promoted.” 

It is claimed, however, that the Central 
and Union Pacific Roads exact excessive rates 
for transportation, and therefore there must 
be competition. Did the unsophisticated 
ehildren who came here from Pittsburg, St. 
Louis, and New Orleans, ever hear of such a 
thing as railroad combination and pooling of 
receipts? If the rival railroads east of the 
Mississippi River to the Atlantic can and do 
pool, why not the roads west of the Missouri 
River do the same? Competition in railway 
business means combination. 

The competition in transportation is alone 
furnished by the water routes or the lakes 
and canals from the East to the West, and 
by the Mississippi River from St. Louis to 
New Orleans. These alone, and not railroad 
competition, control the rapacity of railroad 
combination. There can be no objection to 
Congress by law plaeing a maximum rate for 
transportation on all land-grant subsidized 
railroads; and let such law be enforced by 
the most vigorous penalties. There is the 
remedy for over-charging. But subsidizing 
Tom Scort’s railroad will accomplish actually 
nothing in reducing freights; it will merely 
strengthen the combination. Such a propo- 
sition is an insult to popalar intelligence, es- 
pecially in the light of the costly experience 
of the past. Huxrtworox, as the head of a 
railroad to the Pacific, will be no more 
rapacious in his exactions than will Scorr, 
or VANDERBILT, or JEWETT, or GaABRETT. 
They are all alike in the matter of extortion 
to the extent of their opportunities. 

The animus of the late Convention was 
hardly disguised. The elections are over. 
Many of the present members of Congress 
have not been re-elected. Their terms expire 
on the 3d of March next. It isassumed that 
this is the favorable time to tempt the weak- 
ness of retiring members. Hence the lobby 
is aroused for the grand struggle—is excited 
to vigorous action preparatory to feasting on 
the carcass of legislative morality. The birds 
of prey from far and wide will flock to Wash- 
ington this winter; the grand movement on 
the Treasury must be made during the ninety 
days of this winter's session. All the bold, 
impudent beggars will be there plying their 
vocation, and appealing to Congress to rob 
and plunder the Treasury in their behalf. 


THE SOUTH CAROLINA OUTRAGE. 
The red-shirted Democrats of South Caro- 


‘Tina have at last succeeded in making that 


State solid. They have elected or rather 
counted in every member of Congress. 
They have carried every county in the State. 
In 1876 they had majorities in only eighteen 
of the thirty-two counties. The remaining 
fourteen counties gave 31,288 Republican 
majority, which is now entirely wiped out. 
The Legislature now stands 150 Democrats 
in both Houses to 8 Republicans! 

The Charleston News and Courier says: 
These figures, better than words, measure 
and explain the political revolution in South 
Carolina.”

What intimidation, and threat, and display 
of military force failed to secure, was accom- 
plished by that last resort of desperate men

of Democrats. No Republican judges 
or inspectors were allowed. The Super- 
visors appointed under the laws of the 
United States were either driven off or were 
obliged to stand and witness the infamous 
frands without the power to prevent them, 
or even the opportunity to protest against 
them.

| PRINTED JOURNALS. 

As regularly as the General Assembly con- 
venes comes up in some shape or other that 
old and threadbare proposition to make a 
printed record of each day's proceedings; 
and as regularly has the sober honesty of a 
majority of that body put it away as a 
temptation not even to be looked upon. It 
is a propobition which has as its foundation 
a desire upon the part of some impecunious 
printing firm to get its hands into the State 
Treasury ; it is @ proposition indefensible 
from any standpoint of precedent, necessity, 
or even common use. Two years ago it 
came up in this shape; Mr. Sou. Horzms 


called up the following joint resolation : 


Resolved, That the journals of both Houses ‘be 
and they are hereby ordered to be — daily, 
and a copy thereof laid on the desk of each mem- 
ber at the opening of each session, etc., etc. 


The resolution was referred to a select 
committee composed of Messrs. W rxn, 
Srrria, Waionr, Taytor of Cook, and Hxn- 
rincton, After giving the resolution careful 
consideration, this Committee reported it 
back with the explanation that it would cost 
$25 a day if printed in journal form, and $5 
aday if printed in a Springfield daily paper. 
The report was without recommendation, 
and upon motion of Judge HALLIx, of Jas- 
per, was iMefinitely postponed. 

Some years ago the General Assembly ex- 
perimented with this question of printing 
the journals.daily, and abandoned it for the 
reasons that tae expense was wholly dispro- 
portionate to the value received, and was a 
useless expenditure of the people’s money. 
But now the proposition is brought forward 
anew in the biennial report of Mr. Secretary- 
of-State Hantow to the Governor. The Sec- 
retary recommends— 

The daily publication of every day's proceed- 
ines, to be ald on the desk of each member the 
morning following, thus giving to every one the 
opportunity to correct any errors in their record 
that might appear, and the clerk could also see if 
each step in legislation had been taken as the law 
my tin and been properly noted in the journal kept 

The Secretary does not put it on the usual 
ground of public convenience, but wants the 
journal printed that “ the clerk can see if 
each step in legislation has been taken as 
the law directs.” It has been the custom 
of each House of the General Assembly to 
provide itself with an army of clerks, and 
certainly there ought to be some one of 
them with intelligence enough to keep the 
journal correctly and as the law directs. 
The brief experience the State has had with 
printed journals demonstrated that they 
served to multiply, embarrass, and delay 
legislation. The proposition, we repeat, 
is utterly indenfensible; and it is to be 
regrotted that it has received the oicial 


sanction of the wee: | of State.

THE PRESIDENT AND THE - SOUTH. 

The policy of magnanimity and concilia- 
tion has been tried twice with the Southern 
States. At the close of the War of the Re- 
bellion President Lancoun’s attitude toward 
the conquered people was one of extreme 
generosity. He had had barely time to 
foreshadow it when he was assassinated. 
The people of the North were not indis- 
posed to support the policy of magnanimity 
proposed by Lincotx; but upon the acces- 
sion of Jomnson it became evident that it 
was entirely impracticable,—impracticable 
solely on account of the revival of passion 
and ill-temper at the South. No sooner was 
Jounson fairly seated in the White House 
than he gave indications of a purpose not 
merely to treat the conquered South gener- 
ously and charitably, but to reward it for 
acts of rebellion. And the South seized 
with avidity the apparent opportunity not 
to be reconciled, but to be revenged. So 
evident was this temper that the Repub- 
lican party was compelled not only to resist 
the spirit of Southern aggression but to re- 
pudiate the man who betrayed so deter- 
mined a purpose to pander to its impudent 
demands. President Harzs inaugurated 
the second great effort at conciliation. 
He was pledged to it in the Republican 
national platform, in his acceptance 
of the nomination, and in his inaugural 
he promised to keep these pledges. He did 
so most faithfully, so faithfully, indeed, that 
he destroyed for a time the unity of the 
party by which he was elected, nearly split- 
ting it in twain. No guarantee sought by 
Southern Democratic leaders was refused by 
Mr. Hares. He placed one of their number 
in his Cabinet; he appointed Southern Demo- 
crats to Federal offices in the South; he 
withdrew the army from its Southern sta- 
tious; he counseled with the most distin- 
guished Southern statesmen, and acted upon 
their advice in putting into operation a thor- 
ough policy of hearty conciliation. All he 
asked in retura was an assurance that thers 
should be peace, that Southern Republicans, 
both white and colored, should be protected 
in all their civil and political rights. It is 
not enough to say that this request of the 
President was granted. He was assured, 
with every appearance of sincerity, 
that there was nothing the South so 
much desired as peace; that the re- 
moval of the army would allay all 
irritation, and that thereupon outrages 
upon the rights of the colored people would 
and should absolutely cease, This compact, 
if compact it may be called, was made with 
Gov. Hampton, of South Carolina, and Gov. 
Nichols, of Louisiana, and their side of it 
was guaranteed by such men as Gen. Gor. 
box and BM Hitz. Hampron and Nicnouizs 
had the power to carry out their compact, if 
such a compact can be executed in behalf 
of the Southern people by anybody. The 
late election in those States shows con- 
clusively that they have ptterly failed, 
whether from design on their part or not 
it is not necessary toinquire. It happens 
that, in the States whose chief executive 
offices are held by Hampton and Nicuouzs, 
the late elections proved to be tragic farces.

THE NORTH CAROLINA FRAUDS. 

The Bourbons of North Carolina are not 
behind the Bourbons of South Carolina in 
the fraud business. The methods differ, 
but the results aimed at are the same. In 
three of the Congressional Districts Repub- 
licans were fairly elected. Having been 
elected, it is now proposed to count them 
outundera law passed by the last Demo- 
eratic Legislature for this express purpose, 
This law gives the precinct and county 
officers of election, who are all Democrats, 
power to revise and correct returns. The 
system of revision and correction in these 
districts will be to expunge the Republican 
majorities upon all sorts of quibbles, and 
thus retura three Democrats in their places. 
In the other districts of the State, Demo- 
crats were elected by a new style of fraud, 
which consisted in taking the registration 
lists before the polls were open and 
marking off the names of colored Repub- 
licans, and then informing them when they 
offered their votes that their names had been 
marked off for some reasons not known to 
the judges and so their votes could not be 
received. By this means six Democrats were 
elected, and by the revision plan the three 
Republicans who were elected will be counted 
out, so that the State will send a solid Demo- 
cratic delegation to Congress. In Lonisiana, 
the Democratic delegation was made solid by 
disfranchisement of the black Republicans. 
In Mississippi no negro dares to vote, so 
there was no trouble there. In Alabama, the 
only Republican who dared to run, Jerez 
Haratson, was undoubtedly elected, but his 
majority will never be allowed to appear, 
In South Cerolina, , ballot-box-stuffing by 
means of tissue-paper votes returned a solid 
Democratic delegation, and now the Repub- 
hiean State of North Carolina comes next as 
solidly Democratic, the work of fraud hav- 
ing been done both before and after election. 

It is evident enough that the Bourbon 
leaders in the South have coolly and system- 
atically determined that no Republican shall 
go to Congress from that section, and we 
may expect to hear shortly that the Repub- 
lican member in Florida has been swindled 
out o“ his election.

IN MATS, 
The report is dated Sept. 30, 1878, and ia for 
the two years previous. Sept. 30, 1876, there 
were 463 patients in the institution, and at this 
daje they number 525. The admissions during 
the two years were 413 ana the discharges 351. 
Of those discharged seventy-nine were cured. 
‘he whole number under treatment was 876, and 
the daily average of patients was nearly 500. 
Quite a number of those discharged were traus- 
ferred to the Central Hospital for the Insane 
at Jacksonville, in accordapce with the law re- 
districting the State, and a number of others 
were sent to the respective infirmaries of those 
counties assigned to that fnstitution. 

MORTALITY. 
The deaths during the period covered by this 
report numbered fifty-four, as compared with 
fiftv-sevyeu during the two preceding years. The 
ratio of mortality to the whole number under 
treatment was 4.03. One death by suicide oc- 
curred. How to combat this propensity to sui- 
cide is a difficult problem to solve. In this con- 
nection, the Trustees desire to mention the 
alarming increase of suicides in the outside 
world. One of the great causes, in their opin- 
ion, is the prominence which the newspapers 
give to matters of this character. Persons with 
unbalanced minds are apt to regard those re- 
porta as conterring enviable notoriety on the 
victims, and a desire for similar notoricty often 
urg es them to self-destruction.” 
There was one death from injury during the 
two years. A public investigation was made by 
the Board of State Commissioners of Public 
Charities, the results of which have been made 
public. 

NEW BUILDINGS AND IMPROVEMENTS. 

By the practice of economy excellent results 
have been obtained by the expenditure of 
$6,897.85 approorlated for the construction of a 
new boiler house. A drying room and work- 
shop for the patients have been secured in ad- 


dition. 

The $10,000 appropriated for alterations in 
the heating and ventilating apparatus has also 
been well laid out. The improved ventilation 
of the buildiog, and the saving in the cost of 
fuel by the improvements made, have reduced 
the expenditures in this particular between 
$3,000 and $4,000 daring the last year. A few 
more changes are coutemplated. 

A large amount of work has heen done out 
of the annual appropriation of $5,000 for re- 
pairs. The stripping and relaying of the entire 
siate roof of the south wing of the centre build- 
ing, Which cost $2,554.20, was rendered neces- 
sary by the imperfect work of the contractors 
who erected this part of the building. A bal- 
ance of $1,449.26 remains, but projected im- 

rovements will require this amount before 
uly 1, 1879. 

They are pleased to notice the progress made 
in the improvements of the grounds, wbich em- 
brace ap area of seventy-five acres. A large 
quantity of trees and spruos have been planted, 
and have added vastly to the attractive appear- 
ance of the institution. The appropriation of 
$1,000 for this object bas, in their opinion, been 
wisely expended. The more attractive the sur- 
roundings are made the more contentedly will 
the patients remain uncer treatment. 

THE COTTAGE SYSTEM. 

When the State purchased the site for the 
hospital there were three farm-houses (two 
frame and one brick) ou the grounds. An ap- 
propriation was made by the last Legislature 
for fitting up two of these houses for the ac-

— were first occupied in April, 1878, and are 
tastefully furnished, aud the patients seem to 
enjoy their enlarge liberties.

Of this 
amount $942 was taken from the allowance for 
furniture, much of the work contracted for com- 
ing properly under that head.

APPROPRIATIONS WANTED. 

They urge that an appropriation of $1,000 be

Further provision is needed in the way of ad- 
ditional hose and fire apparatus.

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THE RAILROADS. 


The Central Association of General Ticket and 
Passenger Agents met again at the Grand 
Pacific Hotel yesterday, and remained in ses- 
sion until late inthe evening. A large number 
of subjects were discussed, but little decisive 
action was taken. The resolution providing 
that 150 pounds of free baggage be allowed witn 
each passenger was finally adopted by this 
Association. This action, however, will have to 
be confirmed by the Western Association, which 
meets at Kansas City on the 19th inst. 

The question of abolishing round-trip tickets 
over land-grant roads was also discussed again, 
and it was finally resolved to abolich such 
tiekets Jan. 1, provided the Western Associa- 
clation concurred. At the meeting of the West- 
ern Association on the 19th, the question ef 
providing a substitute for such roundtrip 
tickets will come up for discussion. 

Regarding the cutting of rates from Uiricin- 
nati and other Western points much was said, 
but no action was taken, The war gt Cincin- 
nati is still waged with unabated fury, and the 
rates ure almost down to nothing. Efforts are 
being made to stop the difficulty, and it is pre- 
dicted on the part of the passenger and ticket 
agents that the conflicting interests will be 
harmonized within forty-eight hours. This is, 
however, rather problematic. A pretense of 
maintaining rates is made by the roads running 
out of Chicago and St. Louls, but it is emphati- 
cally claimed by the New York and Philadel-

85 to 810. In this city this allegation is ein- 
phatically denied. That a cut is made from St.

No one can guar- 
antec the future, but Chicago bankers are making 
their calculations for a heavier demand than they 
have had for yeare. The Board of Trade is the 
source of the heaviest call for loans. The amount 
of wheat now being carried here is three times as 
much as it wae last year. Receipts continue, and 
with them the accumulation here increases. All 
this has to be carried, much the largest part 
ef it on borrowed capital. Another unusual 
demand for loans is expected from the packers. 
Last year the packers sola their product abead, 
and kept none of it to speak of off the market. 
Thie winter a totally different policy is to be pur- 
sued. Prices of provisions are so phenominally 
low that the packers, instead of getting rid of their 
product by sales for future delivery, will carry all 
they can with their own and borrowed capital. 
Altogether, the bankers are looking forward to the 
most profitable winter of any since 1873. 

A tolerably well-authenticated report is in circa- 
lation that the Chicago banks were approached by 
dome New York operators with proposals for the 
loan oof upwards of a million dollars, 
to be used in buying wheat, and that 
the rates they asked were 80 high 
that the loans were finaliy placed in New York at 6 
percent.

The 
low freight now current is supposed to be the 
father of thie idea. Carriers, however, asked 
about le per bu more for loading under this 
arrangement than they did for simply carrying the 
grain to Buffalo and discharging it at once. and 
this wasa larger premium than shippers proposed 
to pay. 

In noticing our trade in barley, the Oswego 
Paliadinm of Nov. 12 says: Our barley im- 
ports from Canada since Aug. 20 to date have been 
2,222,638 bu, against 2,898,720 bu for the cor- 
responding period in 1877. Deficiency this season, 
676,082 ba. The amount of barley on the canal 
yesterday from lake ports for tide water was 431, - 
226 bu, of which 196,767 bu were shipped from 
Oswego, and 234,459 bu from Buffalo. At same 
time last year the quantity on the canal was 803, - 
220 bu.” 

The leading prodace markets were moderately act- 
ive yesterday, avery fair business being transacted 
in wheat, corn, oats, and rye, while barley was 
dull. Prices were a little lower on wheat and bar- 
ley, unchanged on rye, and a fraction stronger on 
corn and oats. In provisions 4 fair business was 
transacted at a trifle easier prices. 

Jobbers of dry goods were doing a fair business 
forthe time of year. Few buyers were present ip 
person, but the orders by mail equaled the expecta- 
Lions of reasonable holders. There was a liberal 
general demand for staple and fancy groceries, and 
the market for most linés maintained a steady 
tone. Sugare were off sn Fe. Coffees 
were easy. Rice, teas, sirups, spices, soaps, 
etc., were about steady. The demand for 
batter was mostly of a local character. 
and under free offcrings the market was weak for 
all grades below choice. Cheese remained dull 
and heavy, fine goods alone displaying any 
strength. Inthe fish market there was nothing 
new to note. Dried fruits met with a good de- 
mand at former quotations. Oila, paints, and 
colors were unchanged. Leather was firm. Bag- 
ging, coal, and wood were nominally steady. 

Lumber was steady and in fair demand. The 
cargo supply was again light, and full prices were 
obtained for most of the offerings. The yard 
dealers are receiving a good many orders from 
country merchants who have delayed replenishing 
stocxs till now. Wool was steady and rather quiet. 
Broom-corn was steady and in fair demand. 
The offerings continue large, but are not much 
greater than usual in the late fall. Seeds were 
quiet and steady, excepting clover, which declined 
under increased receipts. The demand for hides 
was fair at old prices, but the large receipts are 
weakening the market, and buyers are beginning 
to Withdraw from the street. Poultry was steadier 
on account of smaller receipts, with a rather bet- 
ter local inquiry. Game was also steadier. 

Rail freights were unchanged. Grain was quoted 
at 30e per 100 lbs to New York, and fourth class 
at 35c, which includes meats It is understood 
that an advance of be per 100 lbs will be made on 
the 25th of the month. 

Through rates by lake and rail were quiet at 
13%c corn and 14%c wheat to New York, and 
15%c corn to Boston.

I will close up Our savings-banks, and so compli- 
cate and discredit business ventures and mercan- 
tile faith that the country will be locked in the 
embrace of hard — ” — many years; b ob — 
le, made desperate by false promises an n- 
Reda 4 y strike violent blows at pub- 
lic ¢redit and trample the public debt into the dust 
of repudiation. Can we maintain specie pay monte 
with the present volume of coin? cretary Sher 
man reports a coin reserve of about 8132. 000, 000 
available for purposes of resumption. Of this re- 
serve there are about $110,000,000 in gola and 
about $22, 000,000 in silver. The difference oe- 
tween the bullion value of gold and silver is now 
16 cent. The two kinds of coin, at that ratio 
of ftrinsic worth, will not circulate together. 
[The two kinds of coin do circulate together 
in France. Why not in this country! The 
amount of coin reserves at present in the 
Treasury do not measure the ability of the Gov- 


ernment to maintain specie payments. Dr. Lin- 
derman’s last report computes the stock of gola 
in the country on the 30th of June last at $244,- 
$53,390, and of silver. including subsidiary, at 
$35,090,557 ; total $332,443,947. He believes that 
$26,000,000 was added between that date and 
Oct. 1. The increase of gold and silver money 
during the year was $89,588,089. The amount 
of coin money in the country Jan. 1, 1879, will 
be just about 400 millions of dollars.

Six percent premium of the 
gold bafiion in our coinage expelled the entiré gold 
circulation out of America during the years pre- 
ceding 1834. In that year, in order to equalize 


values and adapt the gold coinage to our standard 


of value; the silver dollar, Congress reduced the 
amount of gold in our coins about 6 per cent. The

ing pots of Europe. In the endeavor to reach coin 

ments, our financiai policy has been singularly 
unbdusiness-like: We have refused to avail our- 
selves of the evormous supply of silver mited in 
our country and liberated in Germany, subject to 
our wants. If we had so elected, we might in the 
last seven years have accumulated a supply of five 
hundred millions of eflver with leas trouble and in- 
convenience than we have suffered in amassing our 
present gold reserve. 

The 2238 of the United States, with a unanim- 
ity and feeling unusual in political affairs, have 
demanded the restoration of the silver dollar to its 
position as our anitof value. and asa legal ten- 
der. They have demanded its unlimited coinage. 
The Congress failed to repiace it as the unit of val- 
ve. By the law of 1873 the gold dollar is the unit 
of value. Congress failed to provide for its free 
and unlimited coimage, and the Secretary of the 
Treasury has refused to coin the amount author- 
ized. e ought not to attempt resumption until 
the unit of value is restored and unlimited coinage 
is provided for. The attempt on the part of the 
New York banks to brave the will of the American 
people, defy the law of the land, and court un- 
friendly action on the part of our foreign creditors 
must result disastrously.

GRANT AND THE PRESIDENCY 


An Interesting Talk with Brother-in-Law 
Corbin—Condition of Orville Grant—Cor- 
recting Gen. Grant's History—The Third 
Term—Gen. Grant “Not Likely to Be 
Called, but.

Just before the recent elections a Herald re- 
porter enjoyed a brief but interesting conversa- 
tion with Gen. Grant’s Jersey brother-in-law, 
Mr. Abel R. Corbin. Mr. Cor is a 
man verging upon 70 years of age. His form 
is bent with the weight and cares of 

is long and active life, but his gray 
eyes are still bright and expressive, 
while his intellect continues as clear and keen 
as wien, nearly forty years ago, it guffied witn 
ability a Democratic newspaper in St. Louis, 
for in his early manhood Mr. Corbin was an

editor and wielded a powerful pen in 
the Jacksonian Democratic interest. This 
was in the days—the halcyon days 
of American  statesmanship—whdéh the

bin now resides at Elizabeth. N. 1. With him 
lives Gen. Grant’s mother, the venerable wife of 
the late Jesse Grant and the mother of Mrs. 
Corbin. Mr. Corbin was on his way home from 
the metropolis when the Herald reporter over- 
took him. 
AN INTERVIEW “ON THE FLY.”’ 
The interview began on the Jersey City ferry- 
boat, the first topic discussed being the condi- 
tion of Orville Grant, the General’s brother, 
who is still confined in the asylum for the in- 
sane at Morris Plains, N. J. From what Mr. 
Corbin said there are but faint hopes of Orville's 
recovery of bis fall mertal vigor. At times, on 
some subjects, he is perfectly sane, but at others, 
ov other subjects, especially those relating to 
business speculations, investments, and money 
matters generally, he is as mad as a March 
bare.“ As is always the case with persons 
sitnilarly afflicted, he considers. every mad 
but himself, and bitterly attacks his family and 
friends for needlessly causing his detention at 
the asylum when, as e says, he is 
“as clear headed as any of them.” He 
frequently urges the immediate members of 
his family to visit Lim, and suggests that 
the best thing some of them could do would be 
to purchase a farm near the asylum—a sugges- 
tion that will be applauded to the echo as the 
bighest evidence of sanity and wisdom by these 
Morris County farmers who have lands to sell. 
fhe cause of Orville’s malady is overwork—too 
much straio on the mental organism. Mr. Cor- 
bin mentioned it as a singular coincidence 
that the physician in charge of the 
Asylum and of Orville Grant, Dr. Buttolph, 
atiended successfully a brother of bis (Mr. Cor- 
bin’s) friena Senator Silas Wright, thirty odd 
yearsago. The Senator at the time used to 
speak highly of Dr. Buttolph’s treatment. Inu 
this way Mr. Corbin became familiar with the 
Doctor’s name, little dreaming that many years 
after circumstances would bring him, through a 
near relative, into close commiunion with the 
mind-healer. 
GRANT NEVER A TANNER. 

Speaking of Mr. Orville Grant and his 
business transactions led to remarks generally 
about the Grant family and their occupations. 
* There is one thing, said Mr. Corbin, that 
the public have been greatly misinformed about. 
Gen. Grant never was a tanner, never worked 
at the tanner’s trade. Strictly speaking, 
neither did his brothers. Their father, however, 
carried op a tannery at Galena, III., and made 
a great deal of money. He set up in busi- 
ness the General's two brothers, putting in 
about $100,000. The business was that of leath- 
er dealing. shoe findings, etc. In the meantime 
the future captain of the Union armies in the 
great battle between the sections was pursuing 
his studies as a cadet at West Point. The story 
about bis baying been brought up a4 tanner is, 
therefore, like many other stories in the public 
prints about him, a pure piece of fiction.”

A TIMELY WARNING. 


Plain Talk Addressed te the Enémies of 
the Legal-Tender Silver Dollar.The Peo- 
ple Will Not Stand Any More Inferfal 
Nonsense from the Administration or the 
Eastern Gold- Bugs. 

To the Editor of The Tribune, 

Crrcago, Nov. 11.—I am verv glad to see that 
Tun Tripune has again taken up the silver 
question, for to Tue TRIBUNE more than any 
paper in the country we are indebted for the re- 
monetization of silver. And let me gay to vou, 
Mr. Editor, that Tun Trisuse bes not only 
educated the people on this vital question of 
the day, but has made a host of friends who 
fully. appreciate your noble efforts. That the 
battle is not over is becoming’ more and more 
evident every day, and iu the coming conflict it 
is assuring to find that Tus Tkisune will take 
the same firm stand of last year. The people, I 
think, now pretty fully understand the issue, 
and in their just indignation will visit their 
wrath upon those men who dare again to at- 
tempt to tamper with their rights. 

If the issue must be fought over again, better 
that it should come now, for every day 6f un- 
certainty, every dayin which the execution of 
the law remonetizing stiver is not faithfully 
carried out, is draining just so much of the life- 
blood of the prosperity of the country. There 
can be no permanent return to prosperity except 
upon.the basis of honest money, and silver to- 
day stands in the same relation to the financial 


interest of this country as oxygen tothe air we 
breathe. This country can never do its business 
upon an exclusively guld basis. The attempt 
will bankrupt the Nation aud put us back a 
hundred years in material prosperity. England 
to-dav is prostrated by financtal embarrassment 


in the vain attempt to do her business 
upon a gold basis, and we behold 
the Bank 


of England, once considered 
strong as the rock of ipral „once a balwark 
of credit for the whole world, now, with a con- 
stantly decreasing revenue, raising her rate of 
discount to 8 percent in her vain endeavor to 
keep her scanty stock of gold, while France, 
8 and happy, does ber business upon 

oth gold and silver. There is no country on 
the face of the earth to-day as prosperous as 
France,—no bank that holds the amount of 
silver and gold. Certainly this ought to con- 
vinee even the most skeptical that the double 
standard is the one for the true interests of the 
country. Let them look at Germany. The 
vast amount of golddrawn from France as in- 
demnity has not prevented a territile commer- 
cial depression. ‘hy? Because she has intro- 
duced a principle into ber finanees by demone- 
tizing silver wuich bas prostrated every interest. 

Dr. Linderman, Director of tbe Mint, in his 
report points to the fact that silver has depre- 
ciated in value since the passage of the Silver 
bill in March last, and urges caution in the 
amount of colnate allowed. From the report 
it is evident that Dr. Linderman is still work- 
ing in the interests of the same gold clique 
who, by the secret demonetization of silver in 
1873, have doubled the purchasing power of 
money and nearly ruined the country. 

Tue mancer in which the law remonetizing 
silver has been executed by the Secretary of the 
Treasury has not been cditulated to ifispire 
confidence; it has had the efféct to produce the 
very result which Dr. Linderman so gratuitously 
deplores. His business is to execute the law 
and not to attempt to instruct the people o 
these United States as to.what was for their 
best interest. These self-appointed instructors 
and guardians of public opinion had better keep 
their wisdom to themselves, for they need it uli, 
and faithfully attend to the discharge of the 
duties with which they have been intrusted. 

Let us see howthis law has been executed. 
It provided that not less than $2,000,000 nor 
more than $4,000,000 per month should be coin- 
ed; the intention of Congress evidently being 
to coin the silver dollar to the utmost capacity 
of the mints, which was estimated as high as 
$4,000,000 per month; but the coinage has been 
restricted to the smallest smount allowed by 
000 has 
been allowed to go into circu and from 
time to time we have been informed that there 
was no demand for the silver dollar, aud that 
it could not be forced into circulation. 
Was there ever a more preposterous plea 
put forth? The legal right to pay out sitver 
for any indebtedness of the Government 
(amounting to hundreds of millions per annum) 
rested with the Guvernment, and yet we are 
soberly told that the money could not be put in 
circulation. With over $1,00000,000 of interest to 
pay, every dollar of which could be paid in sil- 
ver, with the army to pay, with Congress to pay, 
with all of theexpenses of the Government to

pay, the Secretary of the Treasury has succeed - 


ed in forcing the creditors A the Government 
to accept $2,500,000 in legal-tender silver dol- 
lars! If in this country here was such a thing 
ag a Cabinet officer yey responsible to any one 
tor the discharge of his duty, $30,000,000 of sil- 
ver would have been coined and put in circula- 
tion, and would to-day have been performing 
its beneficent duty among the people, and there 
would again have been the sure indications of a 
returning prosperity. Had the provisions of the 
bill been faittifully carried out there would have 
been the assurance that each month would add 
$4,000,000 to the money of the country, and to- 
day every interest in the country would have 
felt the generous impulse. But how is it? The 
law bas been so executed that the enemies of the 
measure point to it as a failure. The very exe- 
cution of the law has been made to throw dis- 
credit upon it, and to-day we are told that the 
President will, in bis annual message, again 
open the question, and ask that the law be re- 
wee or so modified as to make it inoperative! 

ith an Administration hostile to the very prin- 
ciples of the law; with’ the Secretary 
of the Treasury using his position 
to prevent the faithful execution of the law, and 
making the pitiful excuse that he could not get 
rid of the money coined; with the whole East- 
ern press using their mighty influence arainst 
the law, is it to be wondered that price of silver 
has declined? 

Let Congress push a bill for the free coinage 
of silver, and cake such action as shall insure 
the faithful execution of the law, and then you 
will sec silver advance until it comes to an 
equality with gold. It would be well for the 
President to recall the. action of Congress in 
March last, when, without a word of debate, 
without even condescending to discuss or cot- 
sider for a moment his objections to the bill, 
they passed it over his head as a just rebuke 
to even the President of the United States, 
to show that even he was but the servant of the 
people. Let him remember these things before 
he again attempts to use His position of power 
to dictate, or he will find himself pe ny re- 
buked by the. vpice of the sovereign people. Let 
the Secretary of the Treasury remember that he 
may vet betalſed upon to stand before the bar 
of the House and give an account of his stew- 
ardship. Let the Eastern press, and those whom 
it represents, remember that it is but a ques- 
tion between honest movey and repudiat 
and that the demonetization of silver wo 
raise such a storm among the le that the 
bondholders might look in vain for the principal 
of their bonds after it had swept the country; 
that if it is coufiscation or repudiation, it will 
repudiation.

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The Bankers and the Silver Dollar- 
Hara-Money Democrat on the Sitaation.

The answer is ready at hand. Within one month 
from the time Congress meets the day of re- 
sumption will arrive, when, if silver is no longer 
a legal-tender, the men who hold the green- 
backs can step into the Treasury and demand 
the gold. They don’t want the silver; they 
want the most valuable money which they 
ean get for their greenbacks, and hence 
they desire to take from the silver 
coin its legal tender quality. We were in hopes

two evils we prefer fiat doctrine and practice to 
gold alone. 

The idea that we shouid, as a nation, combine

country, and that, too, which has been regarded 
as money since Abraham’s time, is too mon- 
strous for consideration. Instead of demone- 
tizing silver, we hope to see the press through- 
out the whole country, especially the West and 
South, demand that such ah amount ot silver 
shall be put into the dollar as will make it equal 
to 4 dollar in gold, and then, further, that the 
coipage of silver be made as free as that of gold, 
so that every man who has silver bullion may 
bave it coined and putin circulation. One fur- 
ther step: allow the individual to take certiti- 
cates from the 1 for eitner coin or 
bullion, which shall pass by delivery the same 
as bank-notes, and make the certificates full 
legal-tender.

Infantry vs. Artillery. 

Some curious experiments have been made in 
England for the purpose of demonstrating the 
value of infantry as opposed to artillery. The 
result was not such as was anticipated. A half 
battery of artillery was represented by three 
logs of wood painted black, cach supported by a 
couple of tresties. The guns were at fuil inter- 
vals and placed on a shelf of the target butt. 
abbut twelve fect above the level of the range. 
In rear of each gun, at a distance of somo 
four yards, were placed, resting on a slightly- 
inclined position against the target butt, a 
brown blacket on a frame eight feet square. 
These represented the limbers and and teams. 
The gunners were supposed to be knecl- 
ing in shallow pits, giving some slight protec- 
tion, abd were represented by black-boards 
four feet high by twenty tnches broad, the top 
diminishing like the summit of a tombstone. 
There were five gunners to each gun. one gun- 
ner to each limber, aud an officer. In order to 
give an air of realism to the experiment, a fire 
of wood and straw was kindled on one side of 
the guns, in order that the latter micht be 
partly shrouded by smoke as they would be in 
action. Opposed to these guns were two scc- 
tions, each of ten picked marksmen. The 
range was 1,400 yards, and ten rounds per man 
were consumed in independent firi and ten 
rounds in yolley firing. Two hundred cartridges 
were fired, and but a single dummy guuner 
was hit.

TUB SALARY QUESTION. 
Anajourned meeting of the County Board was 
held yesterday afternoon. all of the members 
present except Messers. Senne and Tabor. Mr. 

Wheeler was called to the chair. 

The minutes of the last meeting were amended, 
on motion of Mr. Dra lley, by striking out ail 
action taken in reference to adjusting salaries, 


etc. 

Mr. Meyer moved that the former action in re- 
jecting a claim of $1,200 for filiing the Hospital 
grounds be reconsidered, which led to some dis- 
cussion. The motion prevailed by a vote of 8 to 5. 

Mr. Meyer then moved that the contracter be 
allowed $900 in settlement of his claim, and Mr. 
Cleary moved as a substitute that the entire claim 
be allowed. The last motion was lost by a vote of 
8 to 5, and finally the whole matter was referred 
back to tne Hospital Committee. 

The Committee on Public Service reported on 
the matter of fixing salaries for the coming year. 
which was the same as suomitted at the last meet- 
ing, except that tue offices of County-Attorney was 
not abolished, andthe salary fixed at $3,000 in- 
stead of 83, 000. The report was signed by Mvsers. 
Fitzgerald, Bradley. and Boese. 

Mr. Brauley moved thatthe report be taken up 
by items and adopted, whics prevailed, 

SHERIFY’S DEPUTIES. 

The recommendation to allow the Sheriff eight 
depaties at $1, 800 per year, and that all other dep- 
utics gopmumnted be allowed $600 each, was first 
considercd. 

Mr. Mua:oy moved as an amendment that the 
number of deputies be ten. 

Mr. Ayure wus in favor of reducing the number 
to seven and making their salary $2,000 per year, 
but tac motion was not seconded.

DIETING PRISONERS. 

The recommendation to reduce the price for diet- 
ing prisoners at the jail from 35 to 20 cents per 
day elicited some discussion. 

Mr. Bradley moved as an amendment that the 
price for dieting be fixed at 25 cents per day. 

Mr. Fitzgerald was in favor of the report, it ap- 
pearing that the actual cost of feeding the prisoners 
did not exceed nine cents per day (a discovery re- 
ceutly made by nim). He spoke of the food the 
prisoners were getting, and denounced it as un- 
wholesome, insufficient, etc., and said it was 
shamefal for the county to pay so much forso 
little. He wanted the Sheriff to buy the food ander 
the direction of the Board, and send in his bili for 
payment. 

Mr. Spofford was in favor of Mr. Bradiey's 
motion, and recited the fact that the al- 
lowance of 25 cents had been made weeks 
ago by a resolution of the Board, and 
before it was known who would be Sheritt. 
When he came into the Board the price allowed 
was 35 cents. and it was soon after reduced to 25 
cents, which action was subsequently reconsidered 
on motion of Mr. Fitzgerald. He wanted to see 
the 25-cent resolution adhered to, and thought such 
an allowance would be proper and richt. although 
he would favor the Sheritf buying the provisions 
and sending in his bilis if any money ‘could be 
saved to the public by it. 

Mr. Fitzgerald attacked Mr. Spofford quite viru- 
lently and accused him of insincerity, intimating 
that he believed that if the election had not gone 
as it had he would have been found acting differ- 
ently and expressing different opinions on the sub- 
ect.

The mectinge was called to order and O. H. Hor- 
ton mide Chairman, who cailed onthe Rev. Dr. 
Gibson to open with prayer. Dr. Gibson mvoced 
God's sanction and aid in the great work to break 
up the devices of evil men in spreading vice all 
over the land, and asked thatthe men be made to 
understand their duty and responsipility ia the 


work. 
MR. COMSTOCK 

was then called npoa, and stepped upon the stage 
with his hands full of papers, and addressed tue 
meeting. He said be had no pleasant and cheerful 
tidings to commanicate to the audience, 
no habpy sentence that the men 
who spread vice were dead or in prison. 
bat hie tidings weresiaiiar to those given at a 
mee lung held two years ago in the eame place, that 
there was vice, and men were spreading it as rap- 
idly as possible, anditbough since that meeting ne 
had found many earnest hearts and many strong 
heads at work, though the people felt that there 
was wickedness amung their children, yet vice was 
on the increase, andin almost every State in the 
Union, and more especially in our own State and 
city, many men were engaged in spreading tne in- 
famous matter through our schools and seminarics. 
So he came before them as fathers, as good 
citizens. to ask Wf this fearful work should 
go on. How did his aadience feel? Were they at 
allimpressed with the business that was before 
them? If be came before them te tell that some 
man in the city had gone from house to house cut- 
ting off the nose of a child in each house, he would 
so urouse them that they would go vut with a de- 
termination to lynch tne offender; and yet the city 
contained men who were doing woe, —they were 
killing the moral purity of our youth, debauching 
the young children. Mr. Comstock here held up a 
catalogue of sent out by dealers, which 
would make the audience biush to look at, and yet 
these were not intended for men, bet for children, 
the young and rising generation. 

How were these things circulated; how were the 
advertisements given? In the sporting papers, in 
the religious papers, and in the daily pavers these 
things were presented daity,—in the sporting pa- 
pers openly, but in the religious papers covered 
over witha veil. Me mentioned two papers es- 
pecially chosen for this work, through one of 
which ne had caught more scoundrels than any 
other in the country. He had destroyed the 

DpooKs; six tons of electro- 
types, and papers. 
He noped that somteihing would be done to look 
after the Western country, and to provide for aid 
to enable the Association to live and keep true 
hearts at work. lie gave, as his opinion, that the 
noolest men of the age were those who did some- 
thing to provide forthe coming generation's pros- 
perity, aad that it the men present said so, they 
could rid their country of the pest. 

A RBSOLUTION 
was then offerea that noting and knowing the ex- 
isting state of crime in the country, that an 
organization be formed, and that a committee of 
three be eppoimted to make a constitution. The 
Caair appointed Lyman Trumbull, Presiding Elder

A reporter found Mr. Comstock after the meet- 
ing. He looks about as usual, though perhaps a 
little older than two years ago, but his eye is as 
bright and his manner as cheerfalas usual. lle 
said that he had spent the day in looking around 
town and talking with Commissioner Hoyne 
and the county and city law officers, He declined 
to say what cases he had in Chicage. He said he 
thought that Charles Horton would go up to jail 
this time.

The President read a letter from the Mayor of 
New Orieans, acknowledging receipt of $965, the 
contributions of the children of the public schools 
of Chicago to the orphans of New Orleans. The 
letter returned the thanks of the municipality 
for the contribution, and stated that the amount 
would give each orphan 38% cents.

RELIGIOUS. 

THE NOONDAY PRAYER-MEETING 
yesterday in Lower Farwell Hall was led by the 
pastor of the Third Presbyterian Chureh, and was 
attended by an audience of the usual fair propor- 
tions.

The great 
trouble with moet of the work for young men, said 
he ip passing, was that the work were 
not inspired with this love for them and 
their sue good. But, 
loved, they should be prayed 
was a kind of superficial love for young men, bat 
it was too often ineffectual, because unaccom- 
panied with earnest prayer. He had generaily 
found, in praying for a young man, that the Holy 
Spirit had got in that heart before him, and con- 
version was speedy. Bpt Christians also forgot 
that Satan found a good deal of mischief for idle 
hands todo. Hundreds and thousands of young 
men were seeking and oftener not finding work to 
do. lu the leader's opinion, there was no one in- 
stramentality better calculated to save young men 
than to put them in places of industry, where the 
Devil would not fing them idie, and 
lead them away. Bat, above all, they should 
be gathered into the Church, —no matter which one 
it was, —where they couid come into fellowship 
with the people of Christ and experience a quick- 
ening and restraining power, But once in the 
Charch they would fall unless given some good 
work to do.—something for the exercise of that 
strength of young men of which the Bible so often 
spoke. The trouble had been, to a great extent, 
that they had gotten into the Church and then been 
left alone by church people to pursue their own 
ways. He did not believe in cram doctrines 
down their throata, but in holding up Jesus Christ 
to them as the ae“ living doctrine, and then in 
giving them real, practical work todo. Some of 
the best work of the Church nad been done by 
young men, and if the proper efforts were put 
forth in thas direction of saving and employin 
young men, after conversion, in the real work o 
the Lord, such work oj the young men of Chicago 
would become the glory of the Caurch. 

There were numerous — for prayer, and 
several of those present had something to offer in 
the way of eluborating the central thought of the 
meeting, —the reaching of. young men. The exer- 
cises closed with singing and prayer.

HORACE GREELEY. 


Some Hitherto Uaprinted Anecdotes of the 
Founder of the New York Tribune. 
Special Correspondence of The Tribune. 

New Tonk. Nov. 12.—It must have been a 
year ago that I sent Taz TRIBUNESevera!l stories 
of Horace Greeley, which I personally knew 
were authentic. Since then I have heard a good 
many others, which in turn have recalled several 
I had forgotten. One or two out of the lot, in 
addition to being fresh, are worth while telling 
at this time. The eccentric old gentleman and 
myself rarely came in contact to any great ex- 
tent, because whenever I chanced to be near 
cnough to notice his peculiarities he was usually 
so utterly engrossed in whatever he chanced to 
be doing that he was oblivious to all surround- 
ings. But I can remember one incident, which, 
although rather embarrassing at the time, has 
furnished food for many a hearty laugh since 
then. 

4 was just going through the door which led 
into the big back room of the Tribune office one 
day, when slap-bang! I collided with somebody.
